WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Stand- 
ards in physical forms for cotton sta- 
ple lengths of 13-16, 29-32 and 31-32 
inches have been authorized by the 
acting secretary of agriculture and 
will be prepared and distributed, the 
bureau of agricultural economics an- 


nounced today. 

Descriptive standards for these 
lengths of staple were promulgated 
several years ago by the department. 
Representatives of the various organi- 
zations participating in-the staple 
standards conference in Washington, 
July 18 to 21, were invited by the 
bureau to discuss the question of the 
representation of these staples in phys- 
ical terms, This discussion brought out 
statements that cotton is being regu- 
larly bought and sold on these descrip- 
tions both in the domestic and in the 
export trade. Adverse arguments were 
found to be directed more against the 
principle of recognizing steps of thirty- 
seconds of an inch than against .the 
proposal to represent in physical form 
the standards previously established 
for these lengths. Careful examina- 
tion by the department bot of the 
question and of the record of the dis- 
cussion has led to the conclusion that 
physical types of these lengths would 
be useful, and that the weight of evi-

TO VETERANS’ BUREAU 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—(4)— 
The appointment of Ralph-I. O'Neal, 
of Kansas, a former national com- 
mander of the American Legion, to 
head the veterans’ bureau in the dem- 
ocratic national committee was an- 
nounced today by Chairman James A. 
Farley, 

Joseph P. Tumulty, who was secre- 
tary to President Wilson, sees in 
Speaker Garner, democratic vice pres- 
idential candidate, a man who has 
challenged religious bigotry within his 
own party and dared to fight against 
srohibition in his native state of 
exas. 

Prizing his long-time friendship 
with the speaker, Tumulty, in a letter 
to Michael E. Hennessy, of the Bos- 
ton Globe, sought to refute rumors 


that Garner is intolerant and declined 
to support Alfred E. Smith in 1928 
because of the latter's religious faith. 
“John Garner,” Tumulty wrote, 
“would despise and turn away from 
any one who would suggest that he 
lift himself. into office or power 
through the use of religion.” 

“At a time when Texas was a'| 
seething cauldron of Ku Kluxism and | 
its inevitable aftermath, prohibition,” 
he added. “John Garner stood in 
the first line trenches, his banner 
waving high, fighting the twin devils 
of intolerance—prohibition and Ku 
Kluxism. He ‘stood then, as he’ 
stands now, with the liberal forces 
of democracy, who refuse to concede 
to ecclesiastical politicians the right 
to say how a man should drink or 
how he should kneel to worship the 
God of his fathers.”

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THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The chief significance of the ad- 
dress in which President Hoover 
accepts the republican renomina- 
tion for president is in his admis- 
sion that his one-time ‘‘noble experi- 
ment” of prohibition has become an 
ignoble failure. 

Notwithstanding the fact.that he 
now turns to the demand of the 
democratic platform, he attacks the 
democratic position as pledging the 
party to “destroy every vestige of 
constitutional and effective control 
of the liquor traffic.’’ 3 

In the same breath he declares in 
favor of permitting the states to deal 
with the liquor problem as they see 
fit, subject only to the same con- 
Stitutional guarantees demanded in 
the democratic platform—the pro- 
tection of every state from inter- 
ference and invasion from neighbor- 
ing states, and that in no part of 


the Union shall there be a return 


of the open saloon. 

He swailows the democratic dec- 
laration hook, line and sinker, while 
charging that it would mean “the 
return of the saloon system; with 
its corruption, its moral and social 
abuse, its permeation of political 
parties, and its perversion of legis- 
latures.”’ 

There can be no misreading the 
Significance of the right-about-face

This plan, based on a “better 
farming — better business” cam- 
}paign launched by the Minneapolis 
Tribune, one of the outstanding 
newspapers of the northeast, has 
brought prosperity to the farmers 


a: of Minnesota who 10 years ago 


were faced with ruin because they 
had stuck to one-crop farming. 

Under the leadership of Fred- 
erick -E. Murphy, publisher of the 
Tribune, the wheat farmers of that 
Pstate expanded their agricultural 
products and gradually built up 
their herds 
sheep. 

Under the new system the agri- 
cultural income of the state jumped 
$100,000,000 in a year, and while 
the farmers of the country as a 
whole had an income in 1931 of 
1.03 per cent less than ‘in 1911, 
those of Minnesota exceeded their 
20-year previous total by 61 per 
cent. 

Convinced that the salvation of 
the agriculturists lies in a gen- 
eral adoption of the general plan 
adopted in Minnesota, Mr. Murphy 
has published a pamphlet contain- 
ing a comprehensive outline of the 
plan, with many of the commenda- 
tory editorials which have appeared 
in newspapers from coast. to 
coast, and a list of more than 400 
periodicals which have called the 
attention of their readers to the 
metamorphosis which has been 
worked in the economic condition 
of these northwestern farmers. 

Seldom has such’a remarkable 
change in the condition of-an en- 
tire class of a state’s population 
been wrought through the- broad 
vision, indomitable will and inde- 
fatigable pursuit of an ideal of one 
man. It is natural, and fitting, that 
the condition of prosperity achieved 
by the farmers.of Minnesota should 
have brought nationwide acknowl- 
edgment of the unselfish and pa- 
triotic service rendered “by Mr. 
Murphy. 


GAS *"LEGGERS INCREASE. 

Depredations of gasoline racket- 
eers, bootleggers and others evad- 
ing the various state taxes on gaso- 
line is continuing to grow at such 
a rapid rate that states in the north, 
east and west are finding it neces- 
sary not only to increase their po- 
lice vigilance but to put teeth in 
their statutes. 


So nation-wide has become the 
gasoline “‘racket” that it is estimated 
in the neighborhood of $200,000,- 
000 paid by motorists as gas taxes 
each year is diverted into the pock- 
ets of unscrupulous filling station 
keepers. 

Most of the states in the Union 
are now keeping a close watch out 
for this new type of bootlegger. 
Border patrols have’ been establish- 
ed to check the movements of gaso- 
line, surreptitiously carried across 
State lines. Law enforcement agen- 
cies are being augmented and gaso- 
line dealers bonded. 

Georgia has a carefully worked 
out system for the handling of 
gasoline taxes, and the increase in 
this kind of bootlegging must be 
met -in this state by additional 
alertness on the part of those re- 
sponsible for checking the taxes 
received from this source.

Edouard Herriot, the new 
French premier, with whom I had 
the honor to conduct a piece of histori- 
eal reseatch which brought me in his 
company every day for 10 months, and 
to whom I often exposed my views 
on the Franco-German situation, never 
suspected me of being a German prop- 
agandist. And yet I told him the 
very same things I have so often ex- 
posed in this place. 

Those-who talk so glibly about the 
righteousness of French claims too 
often forget that those claims were 
pressed by one single group of French- 
men, a group that was completely re-{ 
pudiated by the French electorate on 
two occasions, in 1924 and now again 
in 1932. The people of France, the 
man in om street, the ex-soldier; the 
entire petite bourgeoisie bears not the 
slightest hatred to Germany. Those old 
scores, which make people at this | time 
and stage employ the phrase “pro- 
German” are dead and _ buried in 
France. There are elements which seek 
to revive them. to be sure. But not 
the soldiers who defended Verdun, 
among whom I took my humble place 
from 1915 till the end.

Health Talks

TREATMENT OF IVY POISONING 

Poison ivy leaves are always in the 
form of three littleleaves on one stem, 
the two opposite leaves having short 
stalks' and the middle leaf a long 
stalk, all three being on a long stem. 
The leaves are usually covered with 
velvety hairs underneath, and bear one 
or two notches on one side. The ivy 
vine, shrub or bush bears small yel- 
lowish-green flowers in spring, and 
later in the summer small] round 
smooth green fruits which in autumn 
become ivory or white .and remain 
on the plant till winter. 

Kerosene sprayed on the ivy will 
uestroy it, often with one thorough 
wetting. 

If you suspect you have come in 
contact with poison ivy, an excellent 
preventive remedy is plain gasoline, 
used to sponge the exposed skin care- 
fully, by means of pledgets of cotton 
or bits of cloth wet with the gas and 
mopped once or twice over the skin 
and discarded—not reapplied, for the 
gasoline dissolves the irritant and 
would carry it back to the skin. 

One of the most popular first aid 
remedies for ivy poisoning is photog- 
rapher’s hypo—hyposulphite of soda, 
formerly called thiosulphate. Dissolve 
one and one-half ounces of this in a 
pint of water, anf use it to bathe the 
affected surfaces or apply it on com- 
presses of cheesecloth or linen, which 
should be kept constantly moistened 
with the solution all day or all night. 

Another first aid application which 
has been praised by many victims is 

a solution of tincture of iron chloride 
in water—or rather a mixture, holf 
and half, which should be used to 
bathe the exposed skin as early as 
possible and may be repeatedly applied 
after the first day or two. 

There is considerable evidence that 
the internal use -f a homeopathic duse 
of poison ivy -vill render a susceptible 
person immune. Indeed, many readers 
have assured me that they have ac- 
quired immunity by actually chewing 
or eating a wee bit of poison ivy leaf, 
or in some cases a poison ivy berry, 
two or three ‘imes in the summer if 
any one is disposed to try this 1 cau- 
tion him or her that only a small frac- 
tion of a leaf should be taken the first 
time, say a piece the size of the head 
of a pin. If this causes no local re- 
action, in a week try a piece the size 
of a grain of rice. After another week 
try a whole leaf.

ferred $3,000 from it to another ac- 
cougt. 

“Of course I did,” Walker replied 
impatiently. 

Turning toward Roosevelt, he con- 
tinued :

The sugar con- 
tent of jam or jelly has high enerzy 
value, and the vitamins in the milk 
and bread are necessary to the health 
and stamina of growing bodies. 

Every woman, right in her own 
kitchen. can take part in this plan 
for relief. But more can be done 
by interesting your church, or yotir 
women's auxilary in the movement, 
Set aside a “Jam and Jelly Day.” 
let those who have gardens or or- 
chards provide fruit, and others bring 
sugar and glasses, and bottled fruit 
pectin, and paraffin. 

What a fine way to give. And 
how happy the families will be when 
they are presented with glasses of jam 
and jelly, We think it is a good idea. 
Don't you? Hf you do, drop a line 
to say you will make at least one 
extra batch of jam or jelly for some 
needy family. It will cheer everyone 
up to know about the neighborly, 
helpful spirit of Atlanta. You will? 
Good. 

Now here are some recipes which 
will yield economical jam and jelly 
with a minimum of effort. By fol- 
lowing them, you can make a batch 
in a few minutes. They will make 
your fruit go farther, too, for, by fol- 
owing these recipes you will get more 
giasses from the same amount of 
fruit. They include the use of bot- 
tled fruit pectin, which permits the 
use of the “short-boil” method. 

Ripe Peach Jam, 

4 cups (2 lbs.) ep fruit 

7 1-2 cups (3 1-4 Ibs.) sugar 

1 bottle fruit pectin 

To prepare fruit, peel 
pounds fully ripe peaches. Pit, and 

rind or chop very fine. If peaches 
ack flavor or tartness, add juice of 
1 lemon. 

Measure sugar and prepared fruit 
tightly packed, into large kettle, mix 
well, and bring to a full rolling boil 
over hottest fire. Stir constantly be- 
fore and while boiling. Boil hard 1 
minute, Remove kettle from fire and 
stir in fruit pectin. Then stir and 
skim by turns for just 5 minutes to 
cool jam slightly, to prevent floating 
fruit. Pour quickly. Paraffin het 
jam at once. Makes about 11 glasses 
(6 fluid ounces each). 


Ripe Peach Jelly. 

3 eups (1 1-2 Ibs.), juice 

6 1-2 cups (2 3-4 lbs.) sugar 

1 bottle fruit pectin 

To prepare juice, remove pits from 
about 8 1-2 pounds peaches. Do not 
peel. Crush peaches thoroughly. Add 
1-2 cup water, bring to a boil, cover, 
and simmer 5 minutes. Place fruit 
in jelly cloth or bag and squeeze out 
Juice, 

Measure sugar and juice into large 
eaucepan and mix. Bring to a boil 
over hottest fire and at once add fruit 
pectin, stirring constantly. Then bring 
to a full rolling boil and boil hard 
1-2 minute. Remove from fire, skim, 
pour quickly. Paraffin hot jelly at 
once. Makes about 9 glasses (6 fluid 
ounces each). 

Ripe Pear Jam. 

4 cups (2 Ibs.) prepared fruit 

7 1-2 cups (3 1-4 lbs.) sugar 

1 bottle fruit pectin 

To prepare fruit, peel, core, and 
crush completely or grind about 5 
pounds fully ripe pears. ‘If desired, 
about 3 teaspoons spice may be added. 

Measure sugar and prepared fruit 
into large kettle, mix well, and bring 
to a full rolling boil over hottest fire. 
Stir constantly before and while boil- 
ing. Boil hard minute. Remove 
from fire and stir in fruit pectin. 
Then stir and skim by turns for just 
5 minutes to cool slightly, to prevent 
floating fruit. Pour quickly. Paraf- 
fin hot jam at once. Makes about 
11 glasses (6 fluid otinces each).

1-2 cups (2 1-4 lbs.) prepared

The variety of dressing: is almost 
unbelievable. Every connoisseur has 
a repertoire that starts with simple 
bread stuffing and ends perhaps with 
an elaborate combination of fare fruits, 
nuts and seasovings. Mushroom stuf- 
fing is a popular one, and it can be 
prepared anywhere, since fresh or can- 
ned mushrooms may. be used with 
equal success. Whatever the type of 
stuffing, it should be rather dry when 
it is filled into the bird or it will 
be soggy when served. The dry stuff- 
ing absorbs the juices which drip from 
the bird. during cooking. 

Mushroom Stuffing. 

One c. mushrooms, 2 tbsp. butter, 1 
ce, fine dry brea: crumbs, 1-2 tbsp. 
minced parsley. 4 drops onion juice, 
3-4 tsp. salt, 1-2 tsp. poultry seasoning, 
1-2 cup hot water, 

Brown mushrooms in butter. Add 
to the other ingredients which have 
been thoroughly blended, and fill into 
bird, 

Prune and Apple Stuffing. 

Three c. bread crumbs, 1 tsp. salt, 
1-8 tsp. pepper. 1-2 c¢. broken nut 
meats, 1-4 c. melted fat, 1 c. apples, 
pared, diced and stewed; 1-2 c, stewed 
and stoned prunes. 

Watercress Stuffing. 

Three c. fine dry bread crumbs, 1 1-2 
ec. finely-cut watercress, leaves and 
stems; 11-2 tsp. chopped onion, 
tbsp. butter, 3 tbsp. chopped celery, 
34 tsp. salt, 1-8 tsp. pepper. 

Cook the onion and celery in half 
the butter for 2 minutes. Then add 
the watercress and seasoning. Allow 
liquid to evaporate. Add the remain- 
ing butter and stir in the crumbs. 
When the crumbs have absorbed all 
the butter, fill dressing into fowl. 


Those of us who came from “down 
on the farm” and Whose memories are 
good, will recall that August there was 
the month of dill pickles and fried 
chicken. The two were always insep- 
arable late summer affinities on moth- 
er’s or grandmother's abundantly la- 
den tables. 

Between dinner and supper—dinner 
was at noon—the dill pickle jar was 
transferred purposely to a low pantry 
shelf where it was the easy and luring 
objective of mid-afternoon juvenile 
raids. The salty, spicy tang of the 
dills supplied just the needed refresh- 
ment at about 4 o’clock, and whetted 
youthful appetites so much that left- 
over drumsticks and thick bread and 
sugared butter sandwiches disappeared 
right then and there. 

The strict maternal embargo that 
was kept on jams and pastries between 
meals was seldom enforced anent the 
pickle jar. Mother didn’t seem to care 
how often it was visited. Long be- 
fore modern science found that the lac- 
tic acid in dills is a summer aid to the 
digestion, an aperient. and a_ blood 
cleanser and cooled, mother “knew her 
pickles.” She knew that dills contain- 
ed something that stimulated fagged 
children after play in the sun, and 
kept them healthy. 

Dills are now, as then, the “pickle 
of the month.” ‘Their culinary uses 
as appetizers and garniehes to pep 
up appetites in hot weather are varied 
and legion. But this does not tell the 
whole story. Dietetic and health au- 
thorities agree that eating dill pickles 
is especially helpful in summer to the 
health of the sedentary city men and 
women as well as to the well-being 
of growing children. Both Van 
Dooren and Heinmann credited pickles 
as being especially good for restoring 
lost appetites, and for overcoming in- 
digestion and heat dizziness. 

The old Romans used dill pickles 
as conditioners for their gladiators. 
Dutch and German translations fre- 
quently refer to pickles as being in- 
valuable in diets for dyspepsia and 
summer sluggishness. Mary modern 
dietitians also assert that the lactic 
acid’s blood cooling and cleansing ac- 
tions help to improve the complexion, 

Women who have met with grum- 
bles and growls from the family when 
attempting to include something on 
the summer menu that is seasonally 
“good for you” will pleasantly avoid 
such protests when they serve dill 
pickles, because dills are traditionally 
zestful taste-teasers. They can be 
served whole, chopped or sliced, as rel- 
ishes, appetizers or garnishes with al- 
most any good food. They are espe- 
cially suitable with or in summer 
poultry dishes and with all hot weath- 
er “cold plates,” salads, vegetables and 
sandwiches, 

Here are five new ways to serve 
dill pickles: 

Dilled Canape. 

|. One large dill pickle finely chopped, 
|1-2 cup mashed sardines, 2 tablespoons 
butter, 1 teaspoon prepared mustard. 
| Cream the butter and mustard to- 
gether and spread on thin slices of 
white bread cut in fancy shapes if 
| desired. Mix chopped pickles and sar- 
| dines into a paste and spread on but- 
| tered bread. Garnish with a slice of 
stuffed olive, or a strip of pimento 
or green pepper. 

_Dilled Corned Beef Hash Puffs. 

wo eggs, 2 cups corned beef hash. 
1-3 cup catsup, 1-4 cup water, 2 table- 
| spoons chopped dill pickle, parsley. 

Add well-beaten egg yolks to corned 
beef hash and mix thoroughly. Fold in 
stiffly beaten eggs whites and 
hash mixture by spoonfuls onto but- 
tered baking sheet.

CHINESE GOVERNMENT 
WITHOUT. LEADERSHIP 


SHANGHAI. Ang. 11.—(/)—China 
was a nation virtually adrift today. 

Chiang Kai-shek, former president 
and virtual commander-in-chief of the 
army, appeared to be drifting toward 
the rol of fascist dictator, favoring a 
tolerant foreign policy, especially with 
respect to Manchuria. 

China's government was at a stand- 
still. In political circles it was i- ’i- 
cated that leaders were urgently at- 
tempting to solve the crisis resultin 
from the resignation of Wang Ching- 
wei, president of the executive yua 
and the Nanking cabinet. 

Without warning, Wang Ching-wei 
quit ‘ist Saturday. He gave as his 
reason the maladministration of af- 
fairs in north China. coupling with it 
a withering attack npon Chang Hsiao- 
liang. erstwhile Manchurian chieftain 
now directing affairs abont Peipinre, 
supposedly under Nanking’s direction. 

Chiang Kai-shek instead of assiwm- 
ing the dictatorial role and command- 
ing his one-time subordinates to re- 
main in their respective jobs, tele- 
graphed to Nanking that he, too, 
would be forced to resign unless va- 
rious leaders resumed their duties. 

Chiang Kai-shek’s action precipitat- 
ed the gravest crisis within the his- 
tory of the stormy Nanking regime. 
Today China’s government is at a 
standstill. Wang Ching-we! and oth- 
er members of the Nanking cabinet 
are in retirement here. 

Chang Hsiao-liang from Peiping 
has sent repeated appeals to Nanking 
that his successor be named, but there 
is no one at Nanking to consider his 
appeals. A slight ray of hope ap- 
peared yesterday when. Wang Ching- 
wei, although declining to go to Han- 
kow to discuss the sitnation with 
Chiang Kai-shek, sent representatives, 

Stripped to the essentials, the situ- 
ation is a contest between Chiang 
Kai-shek and Wang Ching-wei, whose 
views are strongly divergent. 

Wang wants an aggressive attitude 
toward Japan. He also is understood 
to believe that by such a policy he 
would make China’s military leaders 
instruments of the kuomintang policy, 
instead of dictators to the Chinese 
government, as they are now. 

If he achieved the latter § aim, 
Chiang Kai-shek probably would be 
swept away along with the lesser mili- 
tarists.

SWIMMING POOL, GOLF 
AND PARK FEES CUT

On prohibition, the president at- 
tacked the democratic platform as 
pledging the party members “to de- 
stroy every vestige of constitution and 
os cwntrol of the (liquor) traf- 
ie.”

In order to secure the 
enforcement of the amendment under 
our dual form of government, the con- 
stitutional provision calls for con- 
current action on one hand by the 
state and local authorities and on the 
other by the federal: government. 

“Its enforcement requires independ- 
ent but concident action of both agen- 
cies. An increasing number of states 
and municipalities are proving them- 
selves unwilling to engage in such 
enforcement. Due to these forces there 
is in large sections an_ increasing 
illegal traffic in liquor. but worse 
than this there has been in those areas 
a spread of disrespect not only for 
this law but for all laws. Grave dan- 
gers of practical nullification. of the 
constitution, a degeneration in mu- 
nicipal government and an increase in 
subsidized crime and violence. I cannot 
consent to the continuation of this

Edwards warned their listeners that 
becaus: of the emergency that con- 
fronts the nation it is the solemn 
duty of patriotic Georgians to send 
to the senate. the highest qualified 
man the state has to offer for that 
exalted position. Praising Represent- 
ative Crisp for his “sterling qualifies 
and the courageous leadership” which 
he sai: had made him a national 
character “and one of the most dis- 
tinguished leaders in the house of con- 
gress, a credit to Georgia anid the na- 
tion alike,” Mr, Edwards, in his in- 
trod..ction, deplored the ,attacks he 
said had been made on Judge Crisp’s 
integrity. “Every man who has served 
with him in congress,” he déclared, 
“loves him for his honesty and cour- 
age. Such attacks come with poor 
grace and sportsmanship.” 

Judge E. Elmore, of Claxton, 
described today’s political rally as the 
greatest that has been held in Evans 
county in years,

After his slashing attack on his op- 
ponet, Judge Crisp asked his au- 
dience to demand that candidates for 
high office be measured by the char- 
acter of their service rather than 
their ability to practice “political 
demagoguery.”

Uproarious Applause. 

In delivering his appeal, the veteran 
cougressman spoke with a zeal that 
brought tense silence but which gave 
way soon to uproarious applause.

“For one 
thing,” he shouted, “my opponent 
complains of my 61 years. Is that 
fair when the man he appointed to 
the senate to fill the ‘unexpired term 
of the late Senator Harris was older 
than I? Is it reasonable or fair to 
attack me for my age when his own 
father ran against Senator George 
six years ago at an age more ad- 
vanced than mine? Is it a liability

HEARS TALMADGE 


SYLVESTER, Ga., Aug. 11,—Eu- 
gene Talmadge spoke here this morn- 
ing to a tremendous audience. 

The large courthouse at Sylvester 
has a seating capacity of 1,000 and 
it was overflowed sometime before the 
speaking and would not hold more 
than one-half of the crowd. 

The meeting was adjourned to the 
city park, about four blocks away. 
Mr. Talmadge was introduced by J. P. 
Banks Sr., a merchant of Sylvester, 
who introduced him to the crowd as 
the next governor of Georgia, amid 
wild applause. ‘ 

He was given a great.ovation by 
the crowd, even before he was intro- 
duced. 
remarks by saying that there are more 
men in Georgia today running for gov- 
ernor than has ever been known be- 
fore in the history of the state. 

At the beginning of his speech—he 


said : 

“Practically all of my speeches have 
to be made in the open air because 
the courthouses and, auditoriums are 
not sufficiently large to accommodate 
the people who hear me speak.” 

Veterinary Heads Hit. 

“T appreciate the magnificent audi- 
ence given me this morning. In this 
county, one of the candidates who 
thinks he is running for Governor, 
opened his campaign. §n his opening 
speech, I was slandered, vilified and 
eg and I don’t have to. tell you 
why. .

“When I found out that the Albany 
Serum Company was selling 
cholera serum to the yeterifiarians of 
the state of Georgia at 3D cents per 
100 c.c., and that they were making 
a profit on this serum and charging

same Albany Serum Company had of- 
fered to sell to the farmers of Florida 
the same hog cholera seriym at 32 
cents per 100 c.c., I knew that they 
were profiteering on the farmers of 
Georgia and I determined to break it 
up. I exposed this situation in the 
Market Bulletin and through the press 
of the state. and procured a bid for 
this serum whereby Georgia farmers 
could have gotten it at 30 cents per

ple of Georgia in trying to protect 
them from this hog cholera serum

LANDIS MISSION 
IS KEPT SECRET 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 11.—(4)—If 
there was truth in reports that Com- 
missioner K. M. Landis came to Pitts- 
burgh today to investigate charges of 
gambling among the Chicago Cubs, the 
baseball “czar” kept his mission to 
himself. 

Beyond stating that “I always am 
investigating something,” Landis re- 
fused to comment on the purpose of 
his visit. 

The reports had it that the high 
commissioner is investigating charges 
that the Cubs gambled heavily on 
horse races while Rogers Hornsby 
was their manager. Hornsby was 
ousted last week and was succeeded 
by Charley Grimm, first baseman. 

Landis said he may have a state- 
ment later, but that it probably will 
not be forthcoming while he is in 
Pittsburgh. 

The Chicago Daily News published 
a special dispatch saying Landis 
opened a sweeping investigation of 
charges that several players on the 
Chicago team, including Pitcher Guy 
Bush, gambled on the horses during 
the Hornsby regime. 

This dispatch said that the commis- 
sioner came to Pittsburgh to open the 
inquiry, and that while he refused to 


discuss the investigation, he told re-}. 


porters to “draw your own conclu- 
sions.” 

Both Manager Grimm and Bush 
said Landis said nothing to them re- 
garding the charges. Grimm put in a 
word for Bush. 

“You can say that Pitcher Bush is 
not guilty of gambling,” he stated. 
“Bush’s ticket has been bought for 
St. Louis and he will accompany the 
club there tonight.” 

Under his contract with organized 
baseball Landis has unlimited author- 
ity to act as he sees fit in any emer- 
gency tha: may arise. 

Some years ago Hornsby was sued 
by a bookmaker for a large sum: of 
money alleged to be owed in bets.

Another Argument. 


When it comes to the final test of 
the two big swimming races left there 
is more of an argument. Helene Madi- 
son will be hard to stop over this 
range. Miss Madison is about 5 feet

to 160 pounds. She is one of the most 
powerful looking young ladies anyone 
has seen in action since the Olympic 
games started. She has already won

Of course, no law is enact- 
ed by a governor, but through the

Any statement that he won the 
nomination of the office of comptroller 
general by political manipulation was 
branded Thursday by William B. Har- 
rison as “maliciously false and im- 
pugns the honesty and integrity of 
every officer and delegate of the con- 
vention.” Harrisen’s statement was 
in reply to charges made by B.

In his statement Mr. Harrison said:

Authority Exists for 
Such Group, Congress- 
man Wires Pomerene. — 


Congressman Charles R. Crisp, dean 
of the Georgia delegation at Wash- 
ington, in a letter to Chairman Atlee 
Pomerene of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, ThursdAy asked 
that favorable consideration be given 
to the suggestion of the state Cham- 
ber of Commerce for the establish- 
men{ of an agricultural credit corpo- 
ration in Georgia ‘to aid the farmers. 

In his letter to Pomerene, the con- 


gressman pointed out that under the 
emergency relief act such a_ credit 
corporation could be created. Crisp 
conténds Georgia is ideally situated 
for stock raising and dairy farming 
and that if the farmers of the state 
arrange loans from the suggested cred- 
it corporation, they would help mate- 
rially in agricultural rehabilitation of 
Georgia. 

“The need of euch an agricultural 
credit corporation in Georgia is great,” 
Crisp’s letter read. “Our small farm- 
er is practically without means of 
securing credit from local county 
banking institutions. Our state is 
ideally situated to stock raising and 


"| dairy farming, but few of our farm- 


ers, for lack of sufficient livestock, 
raise even their own needs in meat 
and dairy products and even a lesser 
number provide any surplus of these 
commodities for sale. 

“It is estimated that approximate- 
ly $75,000,000 worth of meat, poultry 
and dairy preter are annually im- 
ported in Georgia from other states, 
most of which could be easily pro- 
duced in Georgia with adequate cred- 
it facilities. 

“In my judgment your corporation 
could render no more material service 
to the farm people of my state, nor 
inaugurate a more practical plan for 
agricultural rehabilitation, than by 
granting the request of the Georgia 
State Chamber of Commerce to create 
in Georgia a regional agricultural 
credit corporation. a give the 
matter the most thoughtful and favor- 
able consideration possible.”
